For some years back McGill University has been hovering 
upon the brink of financial cataclysm. The amazing develop- 
ment of modern educational standards during the Past 
quarter of a century has resulted in rendering it in- 
creasingly difficult for any university to hold its place 
in the front rank. So keen indeed has been the competi- 
tion that one by one smaller colleges have been forced 
out of the race, leaving a mere handful of educational 
institutions in a position of unquestioned pre-eminence. 
It were superfluous to state that McGill University has 
always been able to vie with the best of these on 
more tbr.n equal terms, and that up to the present her 
standing and reputation have never been called in question. 
Latterly however, the limited character of her resources as 
compared with those of certain oth?r institutions has given 
rise to grave fears regarding her future station in the ac- 
ademic world. McGill is a privately endowed institution, 
receiving no support from any government, except the âl- 
most negligible yenrly contributions of the local legislature. 
In consequence her maintenance is entirely dependent U] ou 
personal (lunations from the public at large. For a long 
time it seemed that, with a few notable exceptions, the lat- 
ter was apparently not fully alive to its responsibility in 
this regard. This condition has sometimes b?en attributed, 
not so much to public apathy as to lack of proper repre- 
sentation on the part of the university authorities. Dut 
whatever defects may have formerly characterized the finnn- 
than obviated by this year's magnificent effort. From pres- 
cial methods of the University, thuse are certainly more 
ent indications the close of McGill's first century should see 
her placed on such a solid foundation th.it she need enter- 
tain little anxiety for those to como. 

To the pco;de of Montreal we can only express the most 
unbounded gratitude and appreciation, and if heretofore there 
has existed any misunderstand n-^ r/r lock, of sympathy be- 
tween the citizens nnd students, \vc feel assured that such 
will now be swept n side on -e nn 1 for a l and t':nt ;he close 
of the present caminlgn will u h r in nn era of renewed good 
will a nd mutual respect, twixt town and go'.vn.

We know that the Christian religion 
is the only absolutely pure religion, 
the only religion which can bring 
about the transformation of man to 
higher and better things. 

It is believed that the evangeliza- 
tion of the world tan tie brought 
about in this generation. We mean 
by that that all the nations can bo 
given an opportunity of emrbneing 
the Ohr^tian religion. For this we 
n-'cd Increased alertness. The ranks 
must lie filled by Christian Collc-o 
students, men and women. 

The Student Volunteer Movement 
has never sent ont n missionary. 
That is not its object. It aims to 
co-operntc with the Churches, to form 
a recruiting agency, to provide, as 
it were, a clearing house for church 
boards of all denominations. ,Wc 
must, remove the halo from the mis- 
sionary idea and clothe it in or- 
dinary vestments. People that are 
wanted are people like ourselves— 
live, flesh and blood, virile men and 
women to minister to those who 
need, want nnd alnvre what we d.i. 
It is not only ministers who are 
wanted, the work needs professional 
men nnd women of all sorts. The 
foreign missionaries need the finest, 
strongest, best, socially, morally, 
and physically, to live and teach tho 
20th century livable Christianity. Wc 



are all looking forward to a life of 
service. Where could wc spend it to 
better advantage than in tho foreign 
field ? 

After a few graceful words of 
thanks to the speaker from the Presi- 
dent, the meeting adjourned.

Gill than ever to look after." 

Mr. Ross, Mr. G 0 rdbn and Mr. Wil- 
son were then called upon in qu ;.

It is evident thut the governing body, 
in adding these gcntlctmn to th . ir 
numbers a short time n„o, did our 
of the best th ugs they have ever ac- 
complished for McGill. 

Mr. McConnell next arose, being 
greeted with loud cries of "McGill .-, 
next Governor " His remarks we.e 
largely lost in the laughter and 
cheers following each sentence. Mr. 
llct'onnell told how at first hi 
was unwilling to join In the Cam- 
paign. "But after bein< worked at 
for 3 or i days by Mr. Birks gnd 
Mr. Ross I gave in, nnd I haven't re- 
gretted it. This has been great ex- 
perience to me, a great study of hu- 
man nature. About every man I wont 
to gave me volumes of good advice, 
free of charge. Gentlemen, there are

As McGill's next Governor sat 
down, McGill's present Principal got 
up, and received un ovation.

Petersen proceeded to make the best 
speech of his life. Obviously deeply 
moved, he expressed his heartfelt 
gratitude to the assembled workers 
for their noble self-sacrifice. "From 
the bottont of my Ik ai t T thank 
you. There were those who thought 
that McGill was suffering from neg- 
lect and contempt; ■ but t have al- 
ways believed that whin she was 
:i\eii the chance to appeal to her 
irlcuds for support, the response 
would be noble. That belief has been 
justified. You have lifted a great 
load from the shoulders of those res- 
ponsible for the welfare of tho Uni 
versity, The past week has lifted her 
from the abyss into which she hud 
fallen, and has placed her upon a 
broad bnviis of support whiph she 
will keep forever after." 

A few more speeches were made, 
and the most pregnant McGill meet- 
ing ever held broke up shortly after- 
wards.

The minstrel haï 
done it, but on learning that he is ' 
but a wandering player they try to 
dismiss him with a smnll payment. 
Disgusted with the treatment of 
those he has helped out of their dif- 
ficulty the Piper begins to play 'The ! 
Kinderspicl" and now the children 
follow him until not cne fs left in i 
the village. The curtain falls on an 
excited throng cursing the Piper and 
those who refused to pay him his 
price. 

The second acts shows "Hollow 
Hfjll," a cave where the Piper is en- 
tertaining the little ones who have 
followed him. They are still under 
the spell of his melody. Michael has 
been sent out by the Piper to rccon-| 
uoltre, but three days has passed and 
he has not returned. But Michael in' 
the days before they left 1-lnmelin 1 
was enamored of Barbara and the 
Piper fears that lie has dallied some- 
where to tell her again the oft-told 
story of his love. He finally learns 
from Michael that Barbara is to be 
offered as a sacrifice in hope that 
the children might be restored. She 
has been placed in a convent i.nd the 
light of day to her is a gleam of the 
past. The Piper is aroused and he 
sets forth to free Barl ara. Hiding 
himself in the woods, he awaits the 
procession hearing Barbara to the 
convent. When it approaches ho be- 
gins to play his pipe and the villa-' 
gcrs begin to dance. He keeps on 
his piping until they are exhausted 
and then his ruse is complete, for he 
rescues Bar! ara. 

The final act is in the market place 
where almost to the verge of dis- 
traction, the people are awaiting 
some news of their lost children. 
Pleadings continue, and complicat- 
ions ensue, when suddenly the Piper' 
who had drowned all the rats in the 
Wester, lifts his pipe and hack come 
the children, and happiness sheds its 
brightest ray over Hamelin.
